No more automatic stamp machines are to 
be set up in Prague, although “they have 
definitely justified themselves in many foreign 
cities,’ announces the Ministry of Posts and 
Telegraphs, according to Reuter.

APPLE SKINS SHOULD BE 
EATEN.

Doctors, fully aware of the nutritive value 
of the apple, are advising people not to pare 
the skin, because in so doing much of the 
vitamin value is lost. 

Experiments conducted by Dr. A. Jd. 
James, a dietetic expert, have proved that 
the vitamins imparted by the sunshine in 
which the apples grow do not permeate more 
than a tenth of an inch below the apple's 
surface, Although there is plenty of valu- 
able nutrition in the flesh of the apple itself, 
a very considerable part of its food value— 
especially for children—is derived from the 
ultra-violet rays of sunshine, and contained 
in the skin. 

Dr. James’s experiments proce that in no 
case should the apple peel be thrown away. 
Those persons who cannot dgrest raw pee! 
should bake the fruit, which rmits the 
valuable part of the apples lying immediately 
under the skin to be easily removed.

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HY is it that a really good cup of 

W coffee is one of the most diffeult 

things to get in this country? Coffee- 

making is not, however, a secret jealously 

guarded hy Contimental chefs. There is not 

a housewife who could not place on the 

breakfast table or serve after dinner as good 

a brew as can be obtained anywhere in 
Europe. : 

Sometimes bad coffee-making is the fault 
of the coffee itself, sometimes the method of 
making it, 

A good blend of coffee is essential, and it 
should be freshly roasted. The chief differ- 
ence between coffee as obtained on the Con- 
tinent and in these islands is that abroad the 
beans have a “ high roast,’’ and this enables 
a rich colour to be obtained in the resulting 
brew without the aid of chicory. 

Many women appear to think that the 
addition of ground, roasted chicory helps the 
flavour of the coffee. Qn the contrary, it 
detracts from it, if anything. Chicory is 
merely a colouring agent, and if good coffee 
of a higt roast is used it should not be 
necessary. 


Don’t Stint. 


A fault in most coffee-makers is stint, and, 
although opinions differ as to the amount to 
be used, a safe guide is to use one table- 
spoonful per person. If this proves in 
practice to be too strong for your palate, use 
one dessertspoonful per head. It will be 
found, too, that if you make coffee in a jug 
a somewhat less amount may be used than 
if you use a percolator or filter. 

As coffee is an infusion it should never be 
boiled. China, glass or earthenware make 
far better coffee-pots than metal ones, as in

Percolation. 

The filter or percolator. method of making 
coffee consists of allowing the boiling water 
to trinkle through the coffee, which*has been 
niaced in a filter, into a receptacle beneath, 
from which the bevernge is drawn. There 
are some quite elaborate machines on the 
market that can be reiied on to make perfect 
coffee, provided the ground coffee ig of the 
best, 

A percolator consists of a coffee jug in 
which the filter fille. with coffee is fixed at 
the top of a trumpet-shaned tube. 
pressure within the pot is raised: by the steam 
from the boiling water, the water is forced up 
the central tube into the filter, from which it 
trinkles down avzain to the bottom, to be 
forced through the filter again and again 
until the brew is completed. A _percolator, 
which can be purchased very cheaply in 
Various sizes, has the advantage of keeping

Turkish Coffee. 


If there is any cold coffee left over and it 
is desired to re-heat it, warm .gradually, with- 
out bringing it to the boil, and then add a 
teaspooniul of cold water. 

Turkish coffee is prepared in quite a 
different way from ordinary coffee. It should 
be made from coffee that has been pounded 
in a mortar instead of being ground, but, if 
it. is desired to try the method by way of a 
change, that point is not essential. 

small métal saucepan is used, usually 
copper, and big enough for making only one 
cup at a time. The saucepan is filled three- 
parts full of water and a pinch of sugar 
added. As soon as the water is quite hot 
add one part of coffee, and allow the coffee to 
rise, then draw. the pot away from the heat. 
Replace on the heat, and allow the coffee to 
"rise to the-top again, and remove. For the 
third time allow it to rise to the top, then 
serve immediately, before the coffee has had 
time to subside. 


Other Uses of Coffee. 


Apart from its use as a beverage, coffee is 
very useful, both as a flavouring essence in 
cookery and as a dye, the latter, particularly, 
for tinting lace curtains a rick tone, 

Two cookery. recipes incorporating coffee 


are :— 

COFFEE MOULD.—Heat together half a 
nint of strong coffee and a gill of milk. Mix 
$ ozs. of cornflour with another gill. of milk 
to a smooth paste. Add to the hot mixture 
and boil, stirring all the time till cooked and 
thick. Add 1 oz. of butter 2 ozs. of sugar, 
and a few drops of vanilla esserice; mix well, 
and pour into a wet mould to set. 

COFFEE FUDGE.—Boil up the following 
for ten minutes, and stir all the time :—One 
cupful of sugar, 3 cupful of syrup, 1 oz. 
margarine, 1 gill of milk, and 2 tablespoonfuls 
of coffee-essence or very strong coffee. ‘Test 
a drop in cold water, and when ready pour 
into buttered tins, marking the fudge when 
half cool into squares with a knife. i 

The unpleasant odour left after cooking 
operations may readily be removed by sprink- 
ling a little dry coffee on a shovel and setting 
light to it with a match or piece of paper. 
This will immediately rid the house of the 
smell of joints, fried fish, etc. Remember to 
open the windows beforehand.

DISCOVERY IN CHURCH.

Mura! paintings of exceptional value, 
dating from. the beginning of the fourteenth 
century, have been discovered in Burton 
Latimer Church, near Kettering, states 
a correspondent of The Times. Their exist- 
enc’ was first made known in the ‘sixes, but 
in the course of time they had hecome ob- 
scured by dust and dirt. Recently they were 
inspected by Mr. E. T. Long, of Oxford, who 
recognised at once their exceptional merit. 

The paintings are situated in the north 
aisle, and depict scenes from the Passion of 
St. Catharine, a favourite subject in medieval 
art. Beginning from the east, there is a 
scene which probably represents St. Catharine 
before the Emperor, proclaiming herself a 
Christian. The Emperor is depicted seated, 
with one leg crossed over the other and his 
hand on his knee. The figure of the saint is 
not pow visible, but it is probably on the 
left, obscured by limewash. Further west, 
between ths windows, the saint is seen dis- 
puting with the pagan philosophers. On the 
right is the seated figure of the Emperor, 
before whom stands St. Catharine, and on 
the left the philosophers can be dimly dis- 
cerned. 

The third section is the best preserved. Jt 
contains two scenes. On the right is an ex- 
quisitely drawn figure of the saint, standing 
serene with folded hands amid the wreckage 
of the spiked wheel. Below may be detected 
the heads of the executioners who were killed 
hv the fiving fragments of the wheel. On the 
left is depicted the kneeling figure of the 
saint, about to be déeapitated. The execu- 
ticner is not now visible, but he is probably 
ou the left. One further scene might be ex- 
pected—the burial of St. Catharine by angels 
on Mount Sinai. If this ever existed, all 
traces seem to have vanished. i 

The range of colours is confined mainly to 
red and yellow, and the background consists 
of masonry pattern. The drawing is very 
accomplished, and the excellent technique 
betrays at a glance the hand of a master. 
Over the nave areades are paintings of the 
Patriarchs, set in elaborate borders with scroll 
and strapwork designs. Beneath are Scrip- 
tural references to the pictures. These paint- 
ings date from about 1600, and though much 
better preserved than the earlier paintings, 
they are much inferior from the artistic point 
of view. Nevertheless they have a distinct 
interest and value from the comparative rare- 
ness of such work of that period,

As to the allegation that Coleman 
eubstantial assets, counsel asked the Court 
to remember that after the fire on the 
January Coleman made an application to the 
Court of Bankruptcy.

Hanna and Mr. Justice O’fyrne), on an 
appeal brought by R. G. Davis, Inspector of 

axes, from the determination of the Special 
Commissioners for Income Tax Acts, who 
found that the private nursing homes of the 
Mater Hospital were not carried on as a 
trade, edialeed that the Commissioners were 
wrong, and remitted the case to them to de- 
termine the assessment.

QUESTIONS ON 
ADMINISTRATION, . 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of the estates of the !ate 
Kate Cremin and of Patrick Cremin, both of 
Farran, Ardagh, Co. Limerick, and in the 
suit in which the Very Rev. John Moloney, 
P.P., Parteen, Co. Clare (executor of the 
estate of Kate Cremin), is plaintiff, and John 
Fitzgibbon Cremin, Ballineena, Co. Limerick, 
and the Attorney-General are defendants, 
certain qttestions came before the Court for 
determination. 

The questions arose on the administration 
of the estates of Kate and Patrick Cremin, 
children of Michael Cremin, who held the 
lands of Farran, consisting of about 180 
acres, on a yearly tenancy, and who died in 
1887. By his will Michael Cremin directed 
that in the event of his son Patrick se 
marrying within seven years the lands 
should be sold, and that his daughter Kate 
should be paid £300 and his daughter Maria 
£800. There was another child, Cornelius, 
who had Jeft the place, and had been pro- 
vided for before Michael Cremin’s death, 
and one of the questions now before the 
Court was whether he or his representatives 
were entitled to any share in the estate. 

_ Patrick remained on the lands with his two 
sisters, Kate and Maria, and did not marry. 
He was evicted from the lands in 1895, but 
the lands were afterwards restored to the 


Cremin family, and put in the names of the 


two sisters, Kate and Maria. : 

In these circumstances the Court was asked 
t> determine whether the two sisters got back 
the farm on behalf of all the Cremin next-of. 
kin. Maria died intestate and unmarried in 
1907, and Kate became the registered owner 
of the farm. Patrick died in 1914, and he 
made a will by which he purported to deal 
with the place as his own property absolutely, 
and gave a life interest merely to Kate, the 
registered owner. He left a remainder 
interest to his cousin, John . Fitzgibbon 
Cremin, one of the defendanta, 

Kate Cremin died in 1931. She made a 
will in which she purported to deal with the 
whole property as if it were her own 
absolutely, and she left all her property to 
her executor (the Rev. John Moloney) for

INFANT HOSPITAL’S 
URGENT NEEDS.

St. Ultan’s Infant Hospital, Chavlamont 

street, Dublin, which was presetited at 
I“ annual meeting yesterday, that an extra 
iundred eots were necessary to cope with the 
demands made upon the institation. With 
the advent of the sweepstakes the subscrip- 
tions to the hospital decreased, and the pró- 
mrtion of non-paying patients, usually about 
4) per cent., had increased. At the present 
time an X-ray apparatus was being iistalled 
at the hospital. 

The medical report showed that 529 cases 
were treated in the hospital during last. 
year. One care was that of a child aged 
six weeks suffering from a@myoplasia con- 
genita, an extremely rare disease. <A special 
investigation was made into the case, in 
which much interest had been taken in 
London, Edinburgh and Dublin. The result 
of the investigations would be published in 
full soon. 

In the absence of Miss L. J. Griffin, the 
Chairman. the chair was taken by Dr. 
Kathleen Lynn, 

The adoption of the annual report was 

proposed by Dr. Dorothy Price, who said 
that the work of the out-patients’ departnient 
had developed largely, nearly 11, cases 
having been treated during the year. A 
pharmacy had been established on the 
premises. The scope of the hospital had been 
cousiderably widened during the past few 
vears. 
" Ds. N. Falkiner, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, appealed not only for subscriptions, 
tut also for public sympathy and interest 
in the hospital. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A, 
Byrne, T.D.) also supported the resolution, 
and congratulated the Committee and the 
nursing staff on the excellent work which the 
hespital was doing for the City of Dublin. 

A revolution that ‘‘St. Ultan’s Infant 
Hospital 1s worthy of —_ " was proposed . 
by Mr. Vincent Kelly, who said that it was 
ene of the most progressive institutions tn the 
Free State. The trend of modern activities, 
he said, was for specialised hospitals— 
although the general hospital was undoubtedly 
very important—but these had to be linked 
up in some manner and not left as isolated 
e1itities. 

Mr. Kelly commented on the high death 
rate among infants in Dublin, due, he 
thought, principally to conditions that were 

reventible. ‘It is absolutely tmperative,”’ 

e declared, “that the new buildings íor the 
hospital are proceeded with as soon as 
possible.”’ 

The resolution was supported by Miss H. 
Molony, and carried unanimously.

NEWS SUMMARY. 


the Quai d'Orsay realises that the 
world has changed in the last fifteen 
years, the better it will be for every- 
body concerned. The soundest form of 
security that France can obtain is that 
whith will be afforded by general dis- 
armament. So long as armies are trained 
to fight there can be no real peace. Ger- 
many has offered to dispense even with 
her meagre army of 100,000 men if the 
other Powers will reduce their forces to a 
minimum level; and she is prepared to 
wait for five years in order that this plan 
may be fulfilled. 

Europe must recognise that France does 
not wish to disarm herself. She is deter- 
mined to take the fullest advantage of the 


position in which she has been placed by | 


the: Treaty of Versailles; she is still 
nervous of Germany, although she is pro- 
tected by a dozen pacts, including the 
Kellogg Pact of 1928, which outlaws war 
completely. ‘She stands in no real danger 
of invasion by the Germans—not, indeed, 
because they have no desire to revenge 
themselves, but simply because they have 
not the necessary materials of war. They 
have no military air force; they have 
virtually no artillery, and the French 
Army to-morrow could march from the 
Rhine to the Vistula without serious 
opposition. French statesmanship has a 
magnificent chance. All Europe is 
burdened with the weight of military 
expenditure, and the vicious circle 
must be broken somewhere. ~ Britain 
has shown -an excellent example by 
the reduction of her armed forces to an 
absolute minimum, but so far no other 
Power has followed it. The main respon- 
sibility rests now with France. If she 
chooses to fall in with the British plan, 
or some modification of it, the menace of 


the Nazi movement in Germany will lose 
most of its sting. If, on the other hand, 


France persists in her demand for 


“ broadcast by the B.B.C."" Would such 
exposure, even if it were feasible, be any 
deterrent to minds fired with the lust of 
speed? Driving tests, it was agreed, were 
useless; for nearly every selfish motorist 
could pass a driving test. The problem 
of bad driving is, in its essence, a problem 
of temperament; and it becomes in- 
creasingly manifest tnat the temperamen- 
tally unsafe driver can be checked only by 
discipline and punishment.. In the last 
resort, if milder measures fail, the British 
public will secure its own safety by two 
means. Parliament will impose a drastic 
speed-limit, and will punish reckless 
authors of fatal accidents with long terms 
of imprisonment. f 


St. Ultan’s Hospital. 


The excellent work that is being done at 
the St. Uléan's Infant ‘Hospital in Dublin 
deserves all the praise that was given to 
it at yesterday's annual meeting. During 
last year 329 cases were treated in the 
hospital, which is a comparatively new 
institution, , and owes its continued 
existence to the devoted efforts of a 
little bend of women who have 
striven hard to make it a success. 
The out-patient department dealt with 
no fewer than 11,000 cases, some of which 
presented rare problems of infantile 
disease; and there is no doubt that, but 
for the work of St. Ultan’s, the rate of 
mortality among children in Dublin would 
be far higher than it is. Dr. Niman 
Falkiner appealed not only for subscrip- 
tions, but also for public sympathy and 
moral support for the hospital. Nothing 
could be more important in the activities 
of any city than its care for the young. 
In the past Dublin had a bad reputation 
in this respect, and even to-day the con- 
dition of the slums plays havoc with the 
health of the poorer children. Rickets, 
tuberculosis, and other infantile diseases 
still are rife in the city. Much good work 
has been done by the medical profession, 
but the problem still presents serious 
difficulties, and the doctors are hampered 
in their fight against disease. The existence 
of St. Ultan’s Hospital is a guarantee that
